4. Claims 1-2, and 4-42 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the double orbital transmission as claimed, and particularly 
including phase changing means for changing the phase relationship of orbital motions to, in turn, 
change the drive ratio of the transmission, and including the remaining structure of claim 1. The 
present invention also includes second orbital means comprising an orbit body for carrying first 
and second assembler rings, and including the remaining structure of claim 11.
